PuUishet gives an 
account of a eleain ehoe factory ia that place 
for tewing tbe teams and pegging thoca. The 
machinery is all worked by a email fire-hona 
power engine. Io tLe basement of the build- 
ing ere tbe machiriei for cutting, tlripping, 
•railing and shaping lU tolei. Thtte bre 
-than passed to tie etory above, where the 
eboes are luted, and the outer aolea tacked on 
iy band, which proctta preparea them for 
V«ggiog. The peg^icg macbiubs are ahople 
10 their construction and mode of opeiatioo, 
hut perform the work with great dispatch and 
eccurtey, driving tbe pegs at tba rale of 14 a 
atcond. One of the most curious operations 
of tbe machine is tbe manner iu which it m)0- 
uftclures tho peg for its own use. A atrip of 
wood of the required width, and neatly laid is 
a coil ooe hundred feet to length, ia put into 
tba laaeuuir, and at ever/ revolution it ii 
tnovtd forward, end a peg cut off and driven 
Into tbe tboe. The rapidity and untiring 
accuracy with which these inacMte* perform 
Heir work is truly I sto dishing. After being 
pegged, ibe shoes ere passed up to the third 
alory, uLere the bottoms are tmotfced, scoured 
and brushed. Tbe fourth story ii occupied 
by the stitching uichioei, tended by female 
hut run by slearn, which tlvtt a laborious 11 
fatiguing operation.
